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August 30 completion 
date for ice arena

August 30, 1986 is the target date 
for the completion of the 
Wilmington ice arena off Main 
Street, provided an Enyironmental 
Notification Form is approved by 
the Executive Office of Environ- 
mental Affairs sometime in March. 
According to a contractual 
agreement signed by Ben Ristuccia, 
Arena Authority Chairman Jim 
Gillis, and the contractor, Honco 
Inc. of Quebec on January 15, the 
arena will be finished and in 
operation by the end of the 
summer, 
However, according to a 
relatively new state law, any 
building over 25,000 square feet

has to go through the Environ- 
mental Affairs office. At this point, 
said Gillis, everything seems to 
hinge on this approval and 
subsequent approval of an access 
road to the rink. 

‘The authority filed an application 
for the curb cut for the road 
January 15 but the state DPW has 
yet to approve it, Gillis said, even 
though its really only “a technical 
thing.” Filed with that application 
was a copy of the site plan, a letter 
from abutters, and one from the 
Conservation Commission saying it 
had no objection to the curb cut. 

"We'll get it done,” Ristuccia told 
the Town Crier, though he 
admitted work should begin in 


March in order to meet the target 
date in the agreement. 

"“Honco has agreed to do the 
whole package,” including the 
design, construction work, and 
refrigeration, Gillis said last week, 
The final $1.5 million cost of the 
rink will be borne by developer 
Ristuccia. 

The scope of this building will be 
less elaborate than the original 
plan,. Gillis pointed out. The 
building itself will be an energy 
efficient shell unit with seating only 
along one sideof the ice, which will 
measure 85 feet by 200 feet. The 
building exterior will be brick and 
the seating capacity is for 
approximately 1,100 people. 
according to the agreement 


A challenge to Official Map Law 


Wilmington for many years had a 
problem with so-called "paper 
streets,” streets that were drawn on 
a map by land speculators but never 
built. In many cases, house lots 
were sold. When the owner of a lot 
would try to build a home, it meant 
problems for the town. Who was 
responsible for building the road? 

That problem was ,esolved in 
1972 when the town passed the 
Offical Map Law. Under that law, 
anyone wanting to build a home on 
a street not on the official map must 
build a street, to town standards. 

(Last Thursdaynight at a meeting 
of the Board of Water and Sewer 
Commissioners, builders Steve 
Lawrenson and James Banda, Jr. 
prsented a case for many streets 
being on the Official Map, despite 
their not being so listed. 

They own some land off Everett 
Avenue, in section of that street 
which was never built. They have 
been having problems getting 
sewéls and water mains to the land 
they own from Faulkner Avenue. 
That was why they met with the 
commissioners. 

Banda, it turned out, had been 


doing some homework. He had 
been to Boston to talk with officials 
of the Land Court, and had had a 
two hour conversation with one of 
the Land Court attorneys. 

The Land Court is a special state 
court. Property owners may have 
their ownership guaranteed, with 
no past or forgotten claims, 
mortgages or liens liable to show 

.up at an innopurtune time. The 
process takes time and money. 
When it is finished-there is no legal 
doubt as to ownership. 

Banda demonstrated that all the 
land between Cunningham Street 
and. Main Street had been Land 
Courted back in 1922, by a man 
named Hamilton. He had a copy of 
the plan with him. 

The streets had been laid out and 
the property divided into lots 50 
feet wide. Some lots had been sold 
singly. Others had been sold in 
groups, two or more. The single 
lots are not acceptable as building 
lots today. But others were - if the 
streets were not private property 

The big difference, Banda 
pointed out, was that theLand Court

‘The Mosque' will get Wilmington water 


Two changes were made last 
week in water and sewer 
connections in the industrial 
complex which is being constructed 
in the Ballardvale Street area in 
Andover and Wilmington. There 
are many new buildings, with total 
valuations in the millions of 
dollars. 

Ballardvale Street goes northerly 
from Route 125. Beginning at a 
point near Printers’ Oil Supply Co., 
and for a distance of a mile or 
more, it is the approximate 
boundary between Wilmington and 
Andover. It is also the boundary 
between Middlesex and Essex 
Counties. 

Land which fronts on the west 
side of Ballardvale street in 
Wilmington has most or nearly all 
of its area in Andover. This in itself 
can cause problems, From which 
town does such a building get its 
municipal water, or to which town 
is there to be a sewer service? The 
Andover sewer is centered along, 
along with other communities, in 
Lawrence. The Wilmington sewer 
is a part of a system which ends up 
on Deer Island, in Boston harbor. 

Sewer use charges are based on a 
percentage of the water used, in any 
building or group of buildings 
What charge is made if there is no 
record of the amount of water used, 
because the water comes from 
another town? 

Such problems can become 
complex. 

‘About a year ago developer Mike 
Howland decided he could not wait 
for the Wilmington water main that 
was being constructed in the area. 
He succeeded in getting permission 
to use water from Andover for a 
new building north of the Sons of 
Italy Hall in Wilmington . There 
was an exchange of letters between 
the town managers of the two 
towns, relating to costs and 
charges 


The Howland Company, which 
also has land and a building off 
Jewel Drive in Wilmington, owns 
seven and one-half acres northerly 
of the Sons of Italy Hall. It is 
constructing a building of 168,000 
square feet which is locally called 
"The Mosque” because of its 
appearance. A second building is 
planned, a few hundred feet to the 
north. 

Howland engineers on Feb. 19 
had a tale to tell the Wilmington 
Water and Sewer Commissioners. 
It can be called a tale of woe. 

They had constructed a water 
main, for their property, from 
Andover. There was a hydrant in 
place. An Andover appointed 
engineer had supervised the work. 

And they had just been notified 
that Andover tould not or would 
not supply any water. They did not 
know why 

Frank O'Hearne, the Howland 
manager, wanted a water main 
from the area of the Sons of Italy 
Hall, as soon as possible. 

‘Agreement was reached in a few 
minutes. The 12 inch water main 
that now ends at the Sons of Italy 
property will be extended to The 
Mosque and Howland's other 
building. O'Hearne will have 
engineering plans prepared which 
will have to be approved by the 
commissioners, Then he will have 
to pay for the construction. 

Another firm with a problem on 
Feb. 19 was a Burlington 
developer. The frontage of their 
property is in Wilmington, but 80 
percent of the land is in Andover, 
and most of the building in 
Andover. They are using Andover 
sewers but are a participant in the 
cost of construction of the 
Wilmington water main. Now they 
want a Wilmington sewer for the 
second building being planned 

In conformance with the stipu- 
lations of the fire departments of 
both towns they had constructed a

MEMBER FDIC and DIFM 
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Rezoning sought to 
slow subdivisions 


by Arlene Surprenant 

A discussion on a warrant article 
which seeks uniform R60 zoning on 
residential parcels of land currently 
60,000 square feet or more, led to 
some common ground between 
Wilmington selectmen and two 
spokesmen for the coalition which 
proposed the article. 

The coalition’s main intent in 
submitting the article for April's 
town meeting was "to slow down 
these massive subdivisions,” 
spokesman Al Cuoco told board 
members at their meeting Monday 
night, People are “frustrated,” he 
went on, and feel developers are 
“insensitive to the needs of 

hborhoods they're developing - 
they come in, make their money, 
and go away 

While selectmen seemed to 
sympathize with what Jim Stewart 
termed “an outcry” of the people, 
they also questioned whether such 
an article was the right approach or 
even legal. 

According to Town Counsel, said 
Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski, 
there may be “a serious problem 
getting this through,the Attomey 
General” as the zoning law requires 
zoning by district 

Stewart querried whether the 
article is going by the assessor's 
map or Registry of Deeds as much 
of the town, according to the 
registry, is set Out in 25 foot lots. 

Other possible ways to slow down 
Wilmington’s rate of development 


were explored but those present 
arrived at nothing definite. 

Rocco DePasquale raised what he 
considered to be “a whole other 
issue” when he pointed out that 
most builders are local residents, In 
a sense, he said, passing the article 
would “affect the economy of the 
community to a serious conse- 
quence.” He did concede, however, 
that he understood both points of 
view and selectmen sometimes find 
themselves “between a rock and a 
hard place.” 

Alan Michel, also a coalition 
spokesman, stressed that since most 
of the town's best land has already 
been developed, builders are now 
cOming in with less than perfect 
parcels. This he called a "negative 
approach" to developing land 

Both selectmen and coalition 
representatives agreed to a need to 
work together. DePasquale sugges 
ted an open forum between resident 
groups and local developers, 
patterned along the lines of old time 
betterment associations once 
prevalent in Wilmington 

"We're all interested in 
controlled development,” said 
DePasquale, adding that selectmen 
‘do appreciate the concern. 

After the meeting, Michel said his 
group would follow the “process” 
to see “how best to come up with 
something workable.” This may 
include rephrasing the article, 
withdrawing,eit, or having the 
Planning Board come up with some 
new guidelines. 


Budget cuts voted 
Tewksbuy School Shorts

The Tewksbury School Commit- 
tee voted 3-1 last Wednesday on a 
budget cutting package which, in 
part, reduces the school depart 
ment's salary account by $144,706. 

This leaves about $181,744 in the 
account set aside to provide teach 
ers’ and other staff members raises 
for this fiscal year 

account reductions 

294, including a 
$10,000 cut in the fuel allowance 
fund which had previously been cut 
by $50,000 in December. 

This package reduces the school 
department's expenses by the 
$214,000 mandated at the January 
21 special town meeting. It was at 
that meeting that townspeople voted 
to transfer the funds from the 
school department to the health 
department to maintain their tax 
supported rubbish collection. 

Othes operating account reduc- 
tions included.a $17,500 cut from 
the cost of rfiaintenance operations 
at the center school and $15,000 
from the Special Education Tu- 
itions account. School Superin 
tendent John Wynn said this cut was 
made possible because of the high 
tumover rate of special education 
students this year. 

An excess of $16,494 in the 
school department's heating 
controls and water treatment con- 
tract was also figured into the 
package. Additionally, the school 
department will save $8,300 by 
waiting another year to paint the 
interior of school buildings. 

Thomas Cooke was the only 
committee member to question the 
package recommended by Super. 
intendent Wynn, 

Cooke asked Wynn for a detailed 
explanation of each budget cut item 
and afterward said he was, 
"puzzled" by the department's 
ability to do” all this cutting.” 

He suggested the committee look 
more closely at its fiscal year 
budgets in the future, as it "may not 
be looking at some accounts closely 
enough.” 

Cooke pointed out that certain 
accounts, such as the Special 
Education account, seem to be over 


The old West School, on 
Shawsheen Avenue in Wilmington 
has been given to the Wilmington 
Historical Society by the town 
manager. 

Constructed in 1876, it replaced a 
school built about the time of the 
Revolution, and which was across 
the street, on the westerly side of 
Aldrich Road.

It is intended to protect all 
students in the Tewksbury public 
school system and the community 
in general, say council officials. 

The drug advisory council has 
also recently secured the efforts of 
the "Drugbusters” program spon- 
sored by the Governor's Alliance 
Against Drugs in conjunction with 
WBZ.-TV. The program is aimed at 
warning younger school children 
of the dangers of drug abuse 
"Drugbusters” is tentatively 
scheduled for Tuesday, April 29 
and will feature a WBZ-TV 
personality.

Additionally, the committee 
authorized the Andover/North 
Andover YMCA to conduct a 
survey of Tewksbury elementary 
school parents to determine if there 
is a need for after school daycare. 
The YMCA after school daycare 
program has been successful in 
surrounding communities.

Tentative approval 
for Advertiser 
office addition 


The Tewksbury Planning Board 
voted its tentative approval to a site 
plan that will allow the Merrimack 
Valley Advertiser (MVA) to add a 
two story addition in front of their 
ranch style house turned newspaper 
office on Main Street. Planner 
Charles Frederiksen will draft a 
special permit for the project with 
board members expected to review 
and sign the permit later this week 

The vote comes two weeks after 
neighbors and MVA officials dis- 
cussed the height of a fence to 
screen the building and a proposal 
to install five drywells on the site to 
handle drainage flows 

Neighbors were concerned that 
the proposed use of drywells to 
would cause a leeching problem on 
a southerly abuttor's lot. A drywell 
is essentially a cement cylinder that 
collects water like a catch basin, 
stores it below ground and slowly 
allows it back out. 

The MVA proposes to install five 
drywells on their property to 
handle existing drainage and any 
extra drainage caused by the pro- 
posed building and paving and has 
tried to assure neighbors the dry- 
wells will not cause leeching pro- 
blems. 

Building plans call for erecting a 
two story building in front of the 
existing structure, redesigning the 


circular driveway leading to the 
building and adding a small amount 
of pavement to the parking lot to 
the rear of the building in order to 
gain four additional parking spaces, 

The space is needed to house 
additional staff members, the board 
was told. The addition will add 
4000 square feet to the existing 
2900 square foot building. 

In addition to the drywells, the 
MVA proposes to install a curb and 
shrubs along the rear portion of 
their parking lot to ensure all 
vehicles would remain parked in 
the light industry zone. They'll also 
put curbing along the sides of their 
driveway. 

The MVA and.its rear neighbor 
also came to agreement on a six 
foot high fence, the highest allowed 
under zoning bylaws. Lights in the 
parking lot that shine into the 
bedrooms of neighboring homes 
will be redirected and otherwise 
modified so as to bring them into 
compliance with recently enacted 
bylaws covering site lighting 

Planners were also approved a 
site plan review for New England 
Brickmaster's planned 40 foot by 
80 foot garage to the rear of their 
existing building that will be used 
to store company trucks and mat- 
erials currently stored outside. 


Wilmington selectmen 
discuss lines of authority 
for school custodians

" Wilmington Town 
Manager Buzz Stapczynski told 
selectmen Monday evening 

The discussion centered around 
an issue raised in an article in last 
week's Town Crier, in which a 
school committee member 
questioned the authority of princi- 
pals over custodians, who fall 
under town jurisdiction. 

In answer to a question by Rocco 
DePasquale, Stapczynski said the 
normal route in the chain of 
command is for principals to 
address any complaints directly to 
the head custodian. If there is a 
maintenance problem, he added, 
principals should place a direct call 


to the superintendent of public 
buildings. 

Schools, overall, seem to be in 
"pretty good shape” Stapczynski 
said. He added that the high school 
currently has six custodians spread 
over two shifts. When the Swain 
closes, that custodian will also be 
brought to the high school and 
another one may be hired when the 
reonovation is complete. 

What he's trying to do now, said 
Stapezynski, is improve manage- 
ment skills and open up the lines of 
communication between town per- 
sonnel, 

Selectmen stressed that any 
resident with a complaint should 
put it in writing and bring it either 
to their attention or that of the 
Town Manager. Only in this way 
can a problem be addressed.

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A family copes with MS 


by Arlene Surprenant 

Multiple Sclerosis is an unpre- 
dictable disease. It is, to those 
unsuspecting young adults who are 
most often struck down by it, a 
cruel foe. It strikes at a time when 
milestones begin to occur -- mar- 
riage, family, career. It is also a 
family disease, affecting not only 
the patient but the immediate 
family as well. 

Judy DiPalma of Wilmington has 
MS. To her, Multiple Sclerosis is 
not so much an illness or disease as 
her "situation;” something which 
forces her to make adjustments in 
her lifestyle. Something which she 
and her family face daily. A reality 
which, many times, she would 
rather not face at all. 

Judy came down with MS 16 
years ago in Medford where she 
was living with her schoolteacher 
husband Bob and their 16 month 
old daughter Paula, Her first 
reaction, she recalls, was a feeling 
of “devastation” followed by a 
determination to have a brother or 
sister for Paula before she got 
worse. Two months after her final 
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Life with MS 


diagnosis, she became pregnant 
with Pamela, 

As is the case with many MS 
patients, Judy's illness was erratic 
right from the start. Her first 
symptom -- a numbness in her legs 
- was diagnosed as neuritis, then 
MS. When the symptoms disap- 
peared and Judy began to feel she 
was "invincible," she developed a 
similar numbness in her hands. She 
eventually wound up in a 
wheelchair and has been confined 
to one for the past 13 years. 

MS is a neurological disease 
which attacks the myelin sheath 
surrounding the nerve fibers in the 
brain and spinal cord. When myelin 
is destroyed, nerve impulses are 
interrupted causing symptoms 
which vary from patient to patient. 
The most common symptoms are 
speech, vision, and mobility 
problems. 

The disease, though not fatal, is 
marked by ups and downs, 
deterioration and remission. Just 
when patients are lulled into a false 
sense that things will get better, 
they may suffer a flare-up or lose 
more mobility. 

“As frustrating as MS is, you 
can't give up hope because 
tomorrow may be better,” said 
Judy, who lives a good part of her 
life on hope. 

At times, she goes on to explain, 
, 
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house. 


MS patients feel "what good am I?” 
and, in extreme cases, depression 
and thoughts of suicide surface. 
When that happens, Judy suggests 
reaching out to others in the same 
situation, She herself receives 
numerous calls from other patients, 
strangers who are usually referred 
by family and friends. 

In her own life, Judy has learned 
to cope and live each day to the 
fullest. Her positive attitude and 
firm belief in God help her cope. 
Friends and a number of volunteer 
activities help her cope. Most 


important, the support and 
motivation of her family help her 
cope. 


"There's not a lot of things I can 
do; what I do, I do for them,” says 
Judy of her family. She bakes her 
specialities when she’s able; has 
been involved in school functions, 
Girl Scouts, and Rainbow Girls for 
her daughters; and brings home 
small gifts and clothes from weekly 
shopping excursions for her 
family. 

"I feel very very blessed,” Judy 
says of her husband's support and 


accessible kitchen cnabl 


attitude toward her illness. "Bob 
considers this our situation, not 
‘you live with it, lady,” she adds, 
observing that MS either cements a 
marriage or pulls it apart. 

Bob, typically, downplays his 
role. "I cope because I take it a day 
at atime and don't look at the long 
range prognosis.” He points out that 
his wife's disability hasn't really 
stopped him; it has just limited 
some of their activities and the 
“spontaneity” in their lives. 

Underlying it all is a sense of 
anger and a "why me?" feeling that 
is hard to ignore. Bob explains. 
"It's naive to think you can't be 
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looked at borrowing as the 
economically smart way to get what 
you want now for less than it will cost 
you later, take heed: times are 
changing, and borrowing is now as 
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A few years back, interest rates 
were high: what you could make on 
your money was almost as much as 
borrowing costs (limited by law in 
many cases).

It’s different today. Prices are

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frustrated or angry at times.” But, 
he continues, if both parties work at 
it and make the necessary . 
adjustments, “it can be workable 
and we adapt. 

One of the more positive aspects 
of Judy's illness is the close family 
relationship the DiPalmas have 
developed over the years. Bob and 
Judy also feel their daughters 
Paula, an 18 year old senior at 
‘Wilmington High School, and Pam, 
15 1/2 and a sophomore at the same 
schol, are better human beings 
because of Judy's handicap. Both 
girls display compassion and a 
strong sense of responsibility, 
something they had to learn at an 
early age.” 

Along with their father, they have 
had to do most of the household 
chores. They have had to accept the 
fact that vacation trips would be 
limited, due to building inaccessi- 
bility and Judy's fatigue level. They 
have had to put up with bad times 
and setbacks and the grouchy” 
moods of their mom. They have 
had to adjust to the term 
handicapped and deal with

Now it's not so bad, says Pam. 
Over the years, she’s learned not to 
view handicapped persons with 
pity. She just sees them as people in 
their own right, the same as she sees 
her mom. 

Judy's positive attitude helps her 
make the best of her situation. 

"I've learned to appreciate what | 
have -- if | can accomplish one litte 
thing each day, I'll make it,” she 
explains philosophically 

To those who know her, Judy is a 
dynamo when it comes to helping 
others and accomplishing that "one 
little thing.” 

She helped form the Wilmington 
Handicapped Affairs Committee in 
1982 and came up with its name 


AIM “(Access Is Mandatory). As 
chairman this year, she is seeking a 
function hall for handicapped 
persons; a place where the disabled 
people can socialize for afew hours 
and give their spouses "ajbreak.” 
She has been a prime mover in a 
campaign to make town buildings 
more accessible and to get curb cuts 
in new town sidewalks. She 
personally pushed for wheelchair 
accessible bathrooms at the high 
school so handicapped people could 


attend town meetings. At times, 
Judy seems to be on a personal 
crusade to get handicapped citizens 
active in the social and political life 
of the town. 

“In spite of the fact that they're 
disabled, they can still participate 
Their brains aren't affected,” she 
says a bit indignantly, adding that 
she tells those she talks to “they 
have a lot of resources and rights 
too.” 

With her husband, Judy is active 
in the MS Society and ATOMS 
(Association to Overcome Multiple 
Sclerosis) as a resource person and 
volunteer. One of her favorite roles 
was serving as a board member for 
MS Night at the Boston Pops 
several years and helping raise 
funds for MS research. 

For his part, Bob is a past 
chairman of ATOMS and presently 
serves on the Board of Directors of 
the MS Society as well as on several 
committees, In his home town, he is 
quietly active in the- Wilmington 
Community Fund and is a fofmer 
member of the Permanent Building 
Committee. Aside from teaching 
fifth grade in the Billerica School 
System, he pursues interests in 
sailing, biking and photography. 

Because of her cheerful outlook 
and ability to communicate well, 
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Multiple Sclerosis is part of life for the DiPalma family, and has made them

Judy has often been held up as an 
example for other MS patients. 

She has been highlighted in 
articles in the Boston Globe “and 
Boston Herald. She and her family 
starred in a Channel 25 docu- 
mentary three years ago. Because 
of her and her hubsband's work in 
the MS Society, they have been 
invited to special dinners and have 
met and been photographed with 
the likes of Bob Cousy, Bobby Orr, 
and the late Arthur Fiedler. These 
public relations efforts, Judy says, 
make her feel “honored” and are 
‘one way she can make her family 
“proud.” 

Judy's aspirations for the future 
include seeing her daughters 
accomplish some of their goals in 
life. She also wishes some of the 
stigma attached to being handi- 
capped would disappear. 

"1 don't want people looking at 
my family and feeling sorry for 
us,” she says, adding, "it's (her MS) 
not the number one thing in our 
lives; we just happen to have an 
illne: 

What's more important, she 
stresses, is the quality of her life. In 
the end, she would like nothing 
better than to have people look at 
her and say "Wow, she contributed 
alot.”

Is there a one acre zoning law in zoning board of appeals to divide 


Tewksbury? Or, does everyone 
who comes before the Board of 
Appeals get a variance to build on a 
smaller lot without really proving a 
hardship? 

The questions came from Pauline 
Riss of Quincy Road, Monday 
night. She was one of many persons 
in the hearing room of the 
Tewksbury Town Hall listening to 
appeals from land owners. Many of 
them sought permission from the 


their one acre lots into two lots. 

A quarter of a century ago the 
townspeople voted for a zoning 
bylaw which mandated a one acre 
minimum size for houselots. Too 
many homes, they seemed to feel, 
were being constructed on too 
small houselots. 

Recently the board of appeals has 
had many cases in which it has been 
asked to rule on such lots. Home 
owners and others seek to cut up 


State Treasuer's 
unclaimed money list 


Massachusetts Abandones 
Property Law (M.G.L. Ch. 200A) 
is known as the Unclaimed Money 
Law. It is one of the 
Commonwealth's first consumer 
protection laws dating back to 
1907. This law protects individuals 
by assuring that unclaimed bank 
accounts,uncashed payroll checks, 
giftr certificates, insurance pro. 
ceeds and other funds which have 
bene inactive for at last five years 
are returned to their rightful 
owners or legal heirs, 

State Treasurer Robert Q, Crane 
is charged with administering this 
law. One of his responsibilities is to 
see that-banks and other institutions 
are in compliance with the law. In 


the past, the treasurer has had to sue 
banks, department stores and 
insurance companies to make them 
turn over unclaimed funds. The 
Treasurer's office then must try to 
locate the missing owners to return 
their monies to them. 

In March the treasurer will 
telease the names of more than 
30,000 Massachusetts residents who 
are due unclaimed funds. These 
names and other information will 
appear in newspapers throughout 
the state. 

Last year the treasurer's office 
returned more than $10 million to 
the rightful owners or legal heirs 
under this statute.

They go to the 
board of appeals as they are the 
board empowered to grant an 
exemption from zoning laws if the 
land owner can prove that the 
zoning law causes a hardship. 

Many of the appeals are for the 
purpose of providing a home for a 
son or daughter. Each case has 
merit, of course, in the eyes of the 
person making the appeal 

There were 32 hearings Monday 
night. Not all were for houselots 
Two, for instance, were for per 
sons secking to locate a garage on 
their property. It took only a few 
minutes to grant approval 

Also granted was an appeal filed 
by the Metropolitan Life Insurance 
Company, for the right to put a 
driveway from their property out 
to Andover Street. It was not an 
y case, but it was well presented. 
ut cases involving the proposed 
subdivision of houselots took more 
time. Twenty minutes to a case was 
not uncommon. In some cases the 
participants are not acquainted with 
zoning hearings, and the chairman 
Louis Carciofi, has to maintain 
order by use of the gavel 

The meeting continued until 
midnight, at which time the mem 
bers declared that they would make 
their decisions/next Monday, start 


ing at 7 p.m. 
The area of Colonial Drive, and 
that of Ellington Road were two 


areas which each had three appeals. 
Much of the opposition in the 
Colonial Drive area came from 
persons who are being flooded out 
by water coming down from the 
rear of David Morris Road, There 
was other opposition resulting 
from a decision of a few months 
ago, about a lot near Foster Road. 


A lot of land, over one acre in 
area, on Colbert Road, near Quincy 
Road, drew opponents from the 
neighborhood.

Mike Esposito, football coach of 
Billerica High School, thinks that 
the pressures of organized youth 
sports are too great on the young 
people of today. 

Esposito, who starred at 
Wilmington High School in the late 
1960's, went on to play at Boston 
College and then for the Atlanta 
Falcons. 

On Thursday, Feb. 20 he 
addressed the members of the 
Tewksbury Rotary Club. 

"Before we had Little League,” 
Mike told the Rotarians, "we went 
out and played baseball. Nowadays 
kids are not allowed to develop 
themselves. If things go wrong, it 
means lectures.” 

Mike spoke of episodes in sports 
where athletes have committed 
suicide, Sometimes, he said, 
coaches have to make crucial 
decisions as to whether or not a 
player can continue to play. Those 
decisions have to be made at the end 
of a game, in a win or lose 
situation 

I don't have the right to destroy 
akid’s life, by taking him out of the 
contest!" 

"There is a lot of pressure” he 
said. "Kids do not know where it 
comes from - win or lose, I don't 
care, but as a coach you are only as 
good as your last victory. As a 
coach | will always be judged as 
Mike Esposito - and not as Mike 
Esposito, the player.” 

Esposito thinks it is parental 
pressure, not peer pressure, that is 
the key to the situation. Boys have 
to get a scholarship while in school, 
to continue their education.

Amid all the action to require seat belts 
and child restraints for passenger cars, 
public lawmakers, especially school 
boards, are giving a cold shoulder to pro- 
posals that would require seat belts on 
school buses. 

The reason: based dn recent tests, it’s 
unclear that the investment will yield 
substantial increases in rider safety. 

It costs at least $1,200 to equip a new 
bus with seat belts. It costs even more to 
retrofit buses already on the road. Oppo- 
nents of putting seat belts in school buses 
add that it’s impossible to put belts on 
buses built before 1977, the year all new 
buses were required to have specific 
safety features. 

Laura Schwartz of Skokie, Ill., says she 
is appalled that the nation’s lawmakers 
seem to look the other way when buckling 
up is proposed for school buses. 

As president of the National Coalition 
for Seat Belts on School Buses, Mrs. 
Schwartz wields what she calls “kitchen- 
table clout” by telephone from her subur- 
ban Chicago home to persuade mothers 
around the nation to press school boards 
to require seat belts on buses. 

“The main issue appears to be econoni 
ics," she says. “People don't want to 
spend the money. They accept minimum 
standards for our children’s safety.” 

But there are fallacies in the coalition’s 
thinking, says Charles L. Wineland of 
Charles County, Md.. He is chairman of 
the Pupil Council Research Committee of 
the American School Business Officials.

Firing of executives and other 
key employees is a reality most 
companies cannot sidestep, ac- 
cording to a new survey of a 
cross-section of New England 
companies 

The study shows that 70 per 
cent of the respondent com- 
panies seldom get through a 
year without firing at least one 
or two percent of their key peo- 
ple. And for some companies, 
the fired executive casualty rate 
goes as high as six to ten per. 


cent, and in some special situa- 
tions even higher 

The study was conducted by 
MacKenna, Jandl & Associates, 
Inc., the outplacement and ex 
ecutive counseling firm 

The most common reasons the 
surveyed companies gave for 
terminating key people were 
mistakes made in hiring in the 
first place (over 40 percent of 
the respondents); promotions 
beyond the competency level, or 
a job was combined or elimi

competency of the individual (30 
percent); personality conflict, 
or poor attitude toward the 
company (25 percent) each; or 
the job expanded or otherwise 
changed, or a poor chemistry 
match (18 percent). Other 
reasons identified in descending 
order were: a new boss wanting 
his own team; alcoholism, drugs 
or related problems; and a 
geographic move by the com 
pany 

Firings do not necessarily 
mean that the dismissed indi 
vidual is a failure, says Neil 
MacKenna, managing partner 
of MacKenna, Jand!l & 
Associates. “More and more. 
both employers and employees 
recognize that a mismatch 
should be ended promptly for 
the benefit of all concerned. 

He said that executive search 
firms that once would not con- 
sider recruiting a fired or un 
employed person now recognize 
that some of the best available 
talent can be found among fired 
executives. “Frequently,” says 
MacKenna, “an executive will 
be fired not because he isn't 
good enough, but because he is 
too good, or good at the wrong 
things, perhaps making life un 
comfortable for his boss 
Organizations are beginning to 
realize there are many very ac 
ceptable reasons for someone 
being unemployed. 

Most companies try to be gen: 
erous when they fire a key 
employee, perhaps out of guilt 
or to placate the individual, or 
out of sincere concern for his or 
her well being. Over four fifths 
of the responding companies 
(81.3 percent) give accumulated 
vacation pay and more than 
three-fifths (64 percent) provide

According to 
Neil MacKenna, it is quite 
common for companies to con- 
tinue a senior person’s salary 
for six months to a year after he 
has been fired. ‘The theory is 
that the higher the level of the 
job lost, the longer it will take 
the individual to find a com. 
parable new position.” 

Here are, in descending order, 
the other considerations the 
responding companies said they 
provide to some or all key peo- 
ple when terminated: continued 
company-paid health or other 
insurance (60 percent); lump 
sum termination pay (44 per- 
cent); use of office and tele 
phone for new job seeking (38 
percent) giving potential 
employers the impression of 
continued employee status (26 
percent) and continued perks 
or other benefits (15 percent) 

A large number of factors 
may be considered when a com 
pany decides how generous to be 
with a fired executive or other 
key employee. Eight out of ten 
of the responding companies 


that length of service helps 
determine that the fired 
employee receives. Other 


commonly considered factors 
are: level of position (71 per- 
cent); reasons behind the ter- 
mination (58 percent); reward 
for past service (32 percent) 
contractual obligations (29 per. 
cent); difficulty employee will 
have in becoming re-employed 
29 percent); age (24 percent); 
and boss's recommendations (23 
percent) 

The other considerations 
noted in descending order (from 
20 percent) are: risk of law

If blood, gore and more blood 
is your idea of a good time, than 
this is probably your kind of 
flick. For those of you who are a 
bit more sensitive about your 
horror films, than bypass The 
Hitcher as you wonder down the 
road of entertainment. 

‘The idea of a maniacal hitch- 
hiker terrifying his young and 
naive rider brings to mind all 
kinds of sensational and scary 
possibilities, most of which the 
filmmakers chose to overlook. 
Instead of concentrating on the 
psychological and claustro 
phobic fears associated with 
being trapped by someone in 
your car, director Robert 
Harmon set us up with a story of 
incarnate evil spread thinly 
over a Texas highway, 

C. Thomas Howell is the baby- 
faced youth who picks up the 
steely-eyed Rutger Hauer 
during a rain storm, only to 
quickly discover that Hauer is 
an unconscionable, irrational 
killer who has picked Howell to 
fulfill his own death wish. 

Howell isn’t too quick on 
picking this up, so they play a 
dangerous game of cat and 
mouse along the beautiful 
plains of Texas. The problem is 
that Rutger has the uncanny 
ability to pop up anywhere and 
everywhere, killing armed 
policemen, blowing up gas 
stations, murdering entire 
families. His power is 
unlimited, and ridiculous. 

Things get even sillier when 
the cute, chipmuck-cheeked 
Jennifer Jason Leigh leaves her 
station at a diner to defend 
Howell from erroneous arrest. 
Why should she do this? Who 
knows, as director Harmon 
didn’t think it was necessary to 
explain. 

The weird mysticism that is 
thrown in as an undercurrent 
between Howell and Rutger 
only manages to make this 
disgustingly violent film even 
more improbable and unap- 
pealing.
